In examining our school, we see a 
reflection of many changes. They are 
taking place all around us, before our 
very eyes. We hardly recognize our 
school. September 8 found everyone 
scurrying for rooms — and finding they 
were no longer there. Construction up- 
rooted many classrooms, but has added 
approximately 36 new classrooms, one 
gym, 500 lockers, four showcases and 
601 lightbulbs. PHS students will no 
longer be kept in the dark about the 
school world around them. 

Progress prevails. Our principal found 
his office deluged with new business. An 
enrollment increase of almost 200 brought 
our student body to 1,718. The faculty 
inducted enough new members to bring 
the total force to a record high of 89. 

In order that Portagites be able to 
meet climbing requirements of college 
admissions and job placement, a stepped 
up curriculum was introduced. Thirty- 
four new courses were added, bringing 
the total to 153.

Thousands of themes and creative writ- 
ings were honored with high grades or 
crushed with criticism. Term papers con- 
cerning such controversial subjects as 
LSD, Civil Rights, and Mind Reading 
exhibited the genius of many upperclass- 
men. 

The English department, in correlation 
with the speech and drama classes, took 
a field trip to observe the Shakesperian 
drama, HAMLET, performed at the In- 
diana University Extension in early fall. 

Seniors studied world literature in ad- 
dition to their struggles in producing first 
class term papers. New ideas were bom; 
self-expression was cultivated; composi- 
tion skills were polished. 

Juniors became engrossed with the 
plays of William Shakespeare and George 
Bernard Shaw. They, too, composed 
themes, contemplated haiku, and sought 
new modes of writing. 


Excerpts from Waldon plus such class- 
ics as the Scarlet Letter were examined 
by sophomores. Descriptive, instructional, 
and definitive themes encompassed the 
minds of these future authors. Skills were 
increased by frequent tests and quizes. In 
several classes the dramatic musical. West 
Side Story was studied. 

Freshmen were fronted with the reali- 
zation that English plays in important 
role in their everyday lives. Harder as- 
signments were given to help pave the 
way to better their understanding of the 
English language. Skits were performed 
to gain experience and better comprehen- 
sion of plays and dramatic readings. 

Beginning journalism classes were 
taught the basic fundamentals of news- 
paper and yearbook composition. Ad- 
vanced journalism students worked in 
the specific areas of the Legend, the Pow 
Wow, and the News Bureau, furthering 
their knowledge in journalistic areas.

After becoming accus- 
tomed to the various tones and inflections 
through the use of such aids as tape re- 
cordings, movies, records, and simple dia- 
logue sentences, students began to speak 
as well as read and write in their respec- 
tive tongues. 

In addition to the study of the lan- 
guage, a study of geography and culture 
was also undertaken. The people, their 
customs, traditions, and holidays were 
discussed in attempts to give students an 
all-round education in their respective 
languages.

Mathematical 

A variety of math courses again af- 
fected the lives of more than half the stu- 
dents at PHS. The comparatively recent 
introduction of modern math involved 
many students in a search for new 
methods of study in their respective 
Subjects.

General math offered knowledge in ap- 
plying basic principles to common situa- 
tions. Vocational mathematics, while its 
goals were similar to those in general 
math, stressed the importance of clear, 
logical procedures in vocational computa- 
tions. 

A wide field of study was opened to 
students interested in college prep courses. 
Algebra I and II paved the road to higher 
understanding of mathematical equations, 
while courses in geometry developed new 
outlooks and the better comprehension of 
figures and shapes. Advanced math stu- 
dents tried their hands at college trig and 
analytical geometry. Calculus was also 
offered to students planning further ca- 
reers in mathematics.

Scientific Studies Progress Despite Obstacles 



While battling the motors, the ham- 
merings on walls, and the many other 
numerous disturbances, the Portage High 
School science department managed to 
instill an ever-increasing enthusiasm for 
all branches of their division. 

Aiming for a knowledge of more im- 
portant concepts in relation to everyday 
science was the main objective of general 
science courses. Through experiments 
and discussions, the classes tried to pro- 
mote a scientific interest in life. Physical 
science, a new course added to the cur- 
riculum, dealt primarily with the nature 
of the universe. 

Properties of matter, heat, light, and 
sound were among the principles studied 
by physics classes. Beginning biology 
students studied the basic living orga- 
nisms and their activities, while the bota- 
ny and zoology classes were concerned 
with collecting, classifying, and examin- 
ing living things. Chemistry students dis- 
covered many aspects concerning the 
earth’s elements and learned of atomic 
and molecular structures.

Health and safety instructors lectured 
from a newly revised book to students 
taking notes on topics concerning heredity 
and environment, diseases of the human 
body, and safety at home. Film strips 
and movies were shown frequently as an 
added interest to the classes.

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Industrial Courses Train Our Future Craftsmen 


The industrial arts department under- 
went the process of moving to the new 
and expanded northwest section of the 
school this year. Several additional 
rooms filled with new and used equip- 
ment helped shop students increase their 
knowledge and skills. Classes such as 
general shop, power mechanics, hydrau- 
lics, electronics, and home machines were 
included in the curriculum. 

Much needed equipment was installed 
in order that the students might develop 
in practical knowledge and experience 
in addition to the theoretical principles. 
Two new faculty members joined the 
staff for teaching courses in wood shop, 
automotive service, electronics, and 
welding. 

Ultimate goals for the industrial arts 
trainees were to be introduced to the 
various fields of study and to strive for a 
minimum of acquired skills to be used at 
home, in hobbies, or in actual trade prac- 
tices.

This year, both Student Council and 
Guidance Council underwent major 
changes.

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The sudden death of Ruthie Nance 
shocked students, faculty, and especially 
her friends in the senior class. Ruth, who 
transferred to PHS from River 
Forest High School, New Chicago, In- 
diana, at the beginning of her senior 
year, made a place for herself in the 
memories of everyone she met. 

During the short years of high school, 
she packed in many honors. In her junior 
year she served as captain of the cheer- 
leading squad, and as part of the Prom 
Committee. She portrayed a nun in the 
dramatic presentation of The Sound of 
Music at River Forest. She was elected 
Charity Queen her sophomore year, as 
well as participating in many other 
extra-curricular organizations. 

Killed in a car-truck crash on Indiana 
130, March 2, 1967, Ruthie became the 
first fatality of the Class of 1967. Al- 
though only 18, she had found that her 
life was worth living. Her passing left 
the class with a feeling of loss. She was 
taken away long before she could live the 
life she so deserved.
